IO CONTINUE TERMS 


A recommendation 
that schools 
of the county now holding summer 
sessions continue their work and 
not close for vacation is contained 
in a letter sent out Wednesday by 
County Superintendent A. Floyd to 
clerks of school boards. The con­ 
dition of cotton crops, the favorable 
weather for schools, and a saving 
of expenses to districts are listed 
among reasons given. 
Following is Floyd’s letter; 
“ Hon. School Boards of Pontotoc 
County. Dear Sirs: I have visited 
more than half of the school and 
communities 
the 
past 
month. 
I 
found the attendance real good and 
a fine school spirit among the pu­ 
pils and teachers. 
This is com­ 
mendable to both the schools and 
the communities. 
“ After visiting the different com­ 
munities and observing the condit­ 
ion of the cotton crops, 
I 
have 
come 
to 
the 
conclusion 
that 
it 
would be best for the pupils and 
the schools for most of them to 
continue and not close for vacation. 
My reasons are as follows; 
“ First: 
The 
connection 
of 
the 
work of the pupils would be better. 
“Second: The weather, usually, is 
much better and the children could 
attend nm re regularly. 
“Third: The children would get 
out earlier for spring work where 
they are needed. 
Fourth: It would lessen the ex­ 
penses of th** school and the parents 
of the children to send them to 
school in the more open season of 
the year. 
“ I would advise the boards, pa­ 
trons and teachers to discuss this 
in 
each 
community 
and 
act 
ac­ 
cording to their 
best 
judgment 
about the matter. 
“The Excise Board has finished 
its work. 
Some sc h o o t s did not 
get as much as they needed. How­ 
ever, th** board gave each district 
all that the* number of mills each 
voted, that the law* would allow 
on the valuation of each district. 
For those that are short we will 
spare no effort in trying to get all 
of the Federal aid we can to assist 
in making up this shortage.”

SALARIES PAID 
TEACHERS FALL 
BELOW RECORD 


(By th* Associated Presa) 
OKLAHOMA 
CITY, 
Sept. 7.— 
Salaries for Oklahoma school teach­ 
ers, in city and public schools and 
high schools, this year rank a lit­ 
tle behind those paid in Kansas and 
Missouri, and a little ahead of Ark­ 
ansas, 
according 
to estimates of 
C. H. Howell, state htgwi school in­ 
spector. 
He said 
today that 
the 
average salary 
of the 
Oklahoma 
teacher today is about $25 a month 
less than that paid here last year. 
The average salary of a teacher 
in 
the 
public 
schools 
and 
high 
schools of Oklahoma is from $115 
to $125, according to records of the 
high school department. 
Superin­ 
tendents receive an average salary 
of from $1800 to $2400. All the 
high school teachers, or nearly all, 
it was explained, are required to be 
normal school or college graduates, 
though many schools have had to 
lower the requirements. 
There are about 20 to 30 vacan­ 
cies in tho entire state for teachers 
of 
any 
class, 
through 
the 
high 
schools, and 12 of those were oc­ 
casioned by last minute resignations 
Mr. 
Howell 
said. 
There 
is 
no I 
shortage of teachers this year, he 
said, though there teems to be a 
slight shortage
